bert Hoover assumed ‘a sacred obli­ 
gation” to secure, if elected presi­ 
dent. honest 
enforcement 
of 
th* 
eighteenth amendment and to el ins 
inate abuses which have grown up 
around it. when he delivered his ap­ 
peal.to the south from this moun­ 
tain city today. 
Weaving throughout his speech a 
series of references to liquor traffic, 
to the necessity 
for 
safeguarding 
happiness of the American home and 
to breeding of crimes in the larger 
cities, the republican 
presidential 
candidate said: 
“ The purpose of the 
eighteenth 
amendment' is to protect the Ameri­ 
can home. 
A sacred obligation is 
imposed on the president to secure 
its honest enforcement and to elim­ 
inate the abuses which have grown 
up around it; I wish it to succeed.” 
Hoover avoided any reference 
to 
the Volstead act. 
He did not am­ 
plify in any way what he considered 
“ abuses.” 
But he pointed out at 
one place that “ abolition of liquor 
liquor traffic has become a part of 
our fundame ntal law and great prob­ 
lems of enforcement and obedience 
to law have arisen from it.” 
At an­ 
other place, he referred to Hie build­ 
ing of moral safeguards in the home 
and there ‘strengthening moral and 
spiritual inspiration.” 
And further 
on he rejected the sneers he said had 
been levelled at “ Main Street.” ad­ 
ding “ history shows that 
crowded 
cities too often breed Injustices and 
crimes, misery and suffering.” 
Prohibition was not stressed 
by 
name in the speech. 
It was men­ 
tioned fourth in the list of issues 
which Hoover said would directly af­ 
fect the south. 
The other subjects 
were taken for the most part from 
his acceptance speech, but he men­ 
tioned some new’ ones. 
The old ones were tariff protec­ 
tion. farm relief, immigration 
re­ 
striction. prohibition, good 
roads, 
waterways development, flood con­ 
trol, economy, peace, foreign trade, 
merchant marine and tax reduction 
presented in the order named. 
The new ones suggested a desire 
for revision of court procedure 
to 
speed up the administration of jus­ 
tice; “ strengthening of our public 
schools system and our institutions 
of higher learning” and protection 
of natural resources. 
W hile Hoover did not allude 
to 
the w’ater power or public utilities 
Issue vital in this «ectfon, his re­ 
marks about the 
conservation 
of 
natural resources might be constru­ 
ed to apply to that subject. 
In this regard he said democracy 
could “ assure the conservation 
of 
our governmental!}* controlled nat­ 
ural resources in the interests of the 
people.”

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*AVAI. DISARMAMENT 


T he movement for naval disarm am ent is not developing as 
its friends wish. At present Great Britain, France and the United 
States hold the boards in this debate. Japan and Italy lurk in the 
rear watching to come in when their interests are affected, says 
the Duluth Herald. 
The three leading powers earnestly profess adhesion to the 
idea of universal naval disarmament, but while it is not doubted 
that Great Britain and France wish naval disarmam ent in order 
to save expense and to make a gesture against war, yet their plan 
as shown by the Franco-British accord is for disarm am ent in all 
classes of ships they think they do not need and a free hand in 
building fleets of the types they want. 
Back of this is the British idea that the greatness of the em 
pi re rests on sea power and that B rittania must be her own judge 
as to what she needs and the French notion that France must 
have a free hand in submarine construction in order to cement her 
M editerranean dominions. 
Both nations suggest a program on 
which they agree which fits perfectly into the British and French 
plans and puts this country at a distinct disadvantage. 
Such is 
the view of President Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg. 
Hence this country rejects the foreign accord. 
It declares, 
however, that it continues, as always, for disarm am ent, but that 
it must be mutual and real. 
According to our state departm ent, unless an equitable ac­ 
cord can be reached, there are two courses open. The first is for 
this country to give up naval arm am ent and leave the seas in 
the possession of Great Britain and France. 
The other is to en­ 
ter upon a contest of w arship building with the great European 
nations. 
G reat B ritain and France, noting the wealth of this 
country and the skill of its ship builders, fear such a contest. 
Fortunately Secretary Kellogg’s note, criticizing the Franco- 
British accord, leaves the door open for further discussion. 
The 
newspaper press of both Great B ritain and Franco in very con­ 
siderable part indorse his attitude. 
A way out m ust be found. 
No nation should ask another to disarm while it continues arm ­ 
ing. 
At the same time special interests should be weighed and 
allowed for. 
This country will try hard lo uphold its ideals. 
It 
favors real disarm am ent, as Mr. Kellogg makes clear. 
But it 
doesn’t like the proposed bargain, “ Heads I win, tails you lose.”

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SAVAL DISARMAMENT 


The movement for naval disarmament is not developing as 
its friends wish. At present Great Britain, France and the United 
States hold the boards in this debate. Japan and Italy lurk in the 
rear watching to come in when their interests are affected, says 
the Duluth Herald. 
The three leading powers earnestly profess adhesion to the 
idea of universal naval disarmament, but while it is not doubted 
that Great Britain and France wish naval disarmament in order 
to save expense and to make a gesture against war, yet their plan 
as shown by the Franco-British accord is for disarmament in all 
classes of ships they think they do not need and a free hand in 
building fleets of the types they want. 
* L 
Back of this is the British idea that the greatness of the em­ 
pire rests on sea power and that Brittania must be her own judge 
as to what she needs and the French notion that France must 
have a free hand in submarine construction in order to cement her 
Mediterranean dominions. 
Both nations suggest a program on 
which they agree which fits perfectly into the British and French 
plans and"puts this country at a distinct disadvantage. 
Such is 
the view of President Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg. 
Hence this country rejects the foreign accord. 
It declares, 
however, that it continues, as always, for disarmament, but that 
it must be mutual and real. 
According to our state department, unless an equitable ac­ 
cord can be reached, there are two courses open. The first is for 
this country to give up naval armament and leave the seas in 
the possession of Great Britain and France. 
The other is to en­ 
ter upon a contest of warship building with the great European 
nations. 
Great Britain and France, noting the wealth of this 
country and the skill of its ship builders, fear such a contest. 
Fortunately Secretary Kellogg’s note, criticizing the Franco- 
British accord, leaves the door open for further discussion. The 
newspaper press of both Great Britain and France in very con­ 
siderable part indorse his attitude. 
A way out must be found 
No nation should ask another to disarm while.it continues arm ­ 
ing. 
At the same time special interests should be weighed anc 
allowed for. This country will try hard to uphold its ideals. 
It 
favors real disarmament, as Mr. Kellogg makes clear. 
But it 
doesti’t like the proposed bargain, “Heads I win, tails you lose.”
